One Final Comment On The Lottery Vote 


by Lt. Gov. Steve Windom 


Political experts have been sifting 
through the votes to explain the 
100,000-vote defeat handed to the 
proposed lottery. 

I want to offer a couple ot 
thoughts on the subject, then move 
on. The people said no to a lottery, 
and they said no to gambling as a 
mechanism to fund state govern 
ment. Some have misconstrued the 
vote as being anti-education, That's 
not true 

Even on the night of October 12. 
us the results became clear, we 
began work on “Plan B.” as some 
have called it. The truth is, this plan 
is actually “Plan A® [tis a variation 
of bills that have been introduced 
for six years in the state Legisla 
ture 

Two years ago, Rep. Mark 
Gaines of Birmingham introduced a 
version of Louisiana’s Taylor Plan 
into the House of Representatives, 
Where it passed 97-0, The Senate, 
under the previous lieutenant goy- 
ernor, buried the plan, preventing it 
from coming to a vote 

I have spoken with Rep. Gaines 
and Sen, Steve French, the Senate 
sponsor of a similar bill, to work on 
a plan that will be Alabamia’s plan 
not Georgia’s or Louisiana’s ot 
anyone else's 

There is a legitimate need for a 
needs-based scholarship program 
for students who meet tough, but 
fair academic standards. Alabama 
can do this without raising taxes, 
and without cutting existing pro 
grams

ELBA TIGERS END SEASON WITH PLAYOFF LOSS 


The Elba Tigers played give-away last week with the Trinity Wildcats, 
and the Wildcats were more than happy to receive the Tigers’ gifts as they 
turned three interceptions into two touchdowns and one field-goal en route 
to a 32-14 win in the opening round of the Class 3A playoffs. The loss left 
the Tigers with a final record of 3-7, and marked the fourth straight season 
in which Elba has failed to win over three games 

The Tiger offense, which appeared to be on the verge of putting it ali 
together in three late-season wins, managed only three first downs and 31 
yards in total offense in the opening two quarters, while setting up 10 of 
Trinity's 23 points with turnovers. The offense did come to life in the sec- 
ond half and scored on two consecutive possessions, but other than the two 
scoring drives did absolutely nothing, and on its final two possessions kept 
the ball for only three plays, while giving away a fumble and a pass inter 
ception. The Tigers had lacked a consistent offense throughout the season, 
and it showed Friday night against a Trinity team that was aggressive on 
defense. 

The Elba defense played hard, as always, but gave up some big plays 
that resulted in two Trinity touchdowns, and just gave out of gas and will- 
power late in the game when the Wildcats punched in their final score of 
the night. The defense battled with the talented Trinity offense. and time 
after time managed to keep the game close after mistakes by the offense, 
but in the end simply took too many punches and sutfered the loss. The 
Elba defense allowed only 211 yards in total offense. However, one Trinity 
field-goal came after an 11-yard drive, one touchdown came on a 41-yard 
drive, another score came on a pass interception, and the final score of the 
night came on a 30-yard drive after a fumble 

The disappointing loss was simply another chapter in what was another 
disappointing season for the Tigers and their fans, and when you look at 
the roster and see the names of the eight seniors that will be lost for next 
season, it is hard to believe that better days are ahead any time soon

Kleinert’s of Alabama has major lay-

Kleinert’s of Alabama, with 
headquarters in Elba has announced 
a major lay-off of employees, 
mostly sewing machine operators, 
even though some related positions 
are also involved, All companies 
employees Were notified of the 
action in a prepared memo dated 
November 4, 1999, 

The memo to employees indicat- 
ed the company would (1) stop pro 
ducing separates Elba. This 
should impact on about 50 people, 
according to some production 
employees.(2) reduce Elba Knit Set 
production (3) reduce blanket 
Sleeper production (4+) reduce the 
Cutting Department volume of sup- 
port. 

No change ts expected in Shield 
production and Sereen Print depart- 
ments. The Embroidery Department 
could possibly see a second shift 
after the first of the year and ship 
ping department should see some 
increase employment after the first 
of the year, due to the Buster 
Brown business 


Vice President and Plant Manag- 
er Pinckney Sims said in conversa- 
tion with this newspaper that after 
the major layoff last year, many of 
those people were given a chance to 
return and be cross trained for new 
positions as the company continued 
to grow. He then issued the follow 
ing prepared statement to The Elba 
Clipper: 

“Kleinert’s has manufactured 
children’s apparel for thirty years in 
its Elba, Ala. facility. During the 
past few years, we have seen a sub- 
stantial attrition in the Elba, Ala, 
work force and have been unable to 
replace this attrition with enough 
qualified employees. 

This attrition along with the fact 
that our competitors have eliminat 
ed their domestic sewing base. has 
forced Kleinert’s to move sewing 
jobs offshore while keeping as 
many sewing jobs as possible in 
Elba in view of the light labor mia 
ket in the surrounding area. 

However, due to continued cus- 
tomer demands for lower costs, 
Kleinert’s plans to move more of its 
sewing production from Elba to off- 
shore locations which will result in 


a layoff of some sewing machine 
operators and related packing 
employees, 

With Kieinert’s recent acquisition 
of Buster Brown and the consolida- 
tion of those business activities in 
Elba, we expect new jobs to be cre- 
ated early next year in Shipping and 
Warehousing, Customer Service, 
CIC: 

These new jobs along with nor- 
mal turnover will result in the 
placement of a substantial number 
of those employees placed on layoff 
status. The net result should be a 
decrease of approximately 100 
jobs. It is Kleinert’s intention to 
maintain a full time work force at 
its Elba facility of between 400 to 
500 employees. 

Additionally, an early retirement 
package will be offered to eligible 
employees,
